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G-entlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report 
on  the  health  of  the  Hawarden  Rural  District  for  the  year 

1950. 

Your  attention  is  called  to  the  following  Important 
changes  in  format  of  ray  Report  as  compared  with  Annual 
Reports  prior  to  1950* 

Firstly,  the  population  figure  given  is  the  home 
population  (l*e,  it  includes  members  of  the  Armed  Forces 
stationed  in  this  area)  and  the  birth  and  death  rates  arc 
based  bn  this  population,  1?he  figure  for  deaths  include 
those  members  of  the  Armed  Forces  who  were  stationed  in 
the  area.  In  addition  an  area  comparability  factor  for 
births  and  deaths,  allowing  for  age  and  sex  distribution 
of  the  population  in  different  areas,  is  given  and  is 
used  for  comparing  birth  rates  and  death  rates  with  those 
in  other  areas. 

Secondly,  deaths  are  classified  under  tlie  36  head- 
ings based  on  the  abbreviated  list  of  the  Int3rnational 
Statistical  Classification  of  Diseases,  Injuries  and 
Causes  of  Death,  1948* 

The  estimated  Mid-year  homo  population  is  34# 950* 

The  total  number  of  births  was  622.  an  Increase  of 
36  on  the  1949  figure  of  586.  The. birth  rate  is  I7.8 
per  1,000  of  the  home  population  conpared  with  a rate  for 
England  and  Wales  of  I5.8  per  1,000*  For  births  the 
comparability  factor  is  0*97  which  reduces  the  birth  rate 
to  17*2  for  conparison  with  the  birth  rates  of  other  areas. 

The  total  deaths  have  risen  from  33I  in  1949  to  360 
in  1950,  so  that  there  were  29  more  deaths  in  I950  than  in 
1949*  The  death  rate  per  1,000*  of  the  home  population 
is  I0.3  as  compared  with  a death  rate  of  11*6  for  England 
and  Wales. 

After  application  of  the  comparability  factor  for 
deaths  of  I.I5  the  death  rate  is  11.8  for  comparison  of 
death  rates  in  other  areas. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  rate  has  risen  from  30.0 
per  1,000  live  births  in  1949  32. 1 per  1,000  live  births 

in  1950*  A table  analysing  the  causes  of  Infantile  deaths 
is  embodied  in  the  Report, 

The  principle  cause  of  death. was  disease  of  the  heart 
and  circulatory  system,  which  accounted  for  186  of  the  36O 
deaths  during  the  year,  so  that  of  all  deaths  occurred 

in  this  group  of  diseases  (17-21  inclusive  in  the  Table  - 
Causes  of  Deaths),  Cancer  was  responsible  for  78  deaths 
which  is  21*6'/^  of  all  deaths,  so  that  diseases  of  the 
circulatory  system  Including  heart  disease  and  cancer 
'accounted  for  83*2fa  of  all  deaths.  Those  diseases  were 
more  common  in  the  older  age  groups  and  the  high  proportion 
of  deaths  from  these  causes  can  be  correlated  with  the  fact 
that  54*  of  all  deaths  occurred  in  persons  over  JO  years 
of  age,  and  85*2^'^  of  all  deaths  occurred  in  persons  over  the 
ago  of  45*  In  fact  of  the  186  deaths  due  to  diseases  of  the 
heart  and  circulatory  system  only  4 occurred  in  persons  under 
45  years,  and  of  the  Jd  deaths  due  to  cancer  4 occurred  in 
persons  under  45  years  of  ago* 
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A table  has  been  introduced  analysing  the  causes 
of  death  in  persons  under  the  age  of  45, 

Tuberculosis  was  the  cause  of  death  in  9 persons, 
a rate  of  0*26  per  1,000  of  the  home  population  compared 
with  a rate  of  0.3°  1#000  home  population  for  England 

and  Wales,  in  1949  there  were  16  deaths  from  Tuberculosis 
in  the  area.  The  fact  that  Tuberculosis  accounted  for  2,5^ 
of  the  oooal  deaths  in  1950  indicates  that  all  measures  for 
combatting  Tuberculosis  are  meeting  with  success. 

Again  there  were  no  deaths  from  Diphtheria. 

The  death  recorded  under  Item  30  in  the  Table  - 
Causes  of  Death  - namely  pregnancy.  Childbirth,  Abortion, 
was  due  to  Eclampsia  (fits)  and  Pregnancy  in  a young 
housewife  of  26  years. 

Now  With  regard  to  Infectious  Diseases  the  most. out- 
standing feature  is  the  high  incidence  of  Measles  in  i95o 
when  397  cases  wore  notified  compared  witl:i  26  in  I948. 

The  rate  of  11,36  per  1,000  home  population  is  higher  than 
the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  vjhich  is,  8*39  per  1,000 
homo  population^  There  was  one  death  from  Measles,  a 
child  one  year  old  who  died  in  Hospital. 

During  the  year  there  occurred  in  the  district  five 
confirmed  cases  of  Infantile  paralysis,  an  increase  of  2 
over  the  figure  for  1949«  A note  on  uhese  cases  is 
appended  in  the  report. 

There  was  one  case  of  Encephalitis  associated  with 
mumps  in  a girl  of  19  years. 

Whooping  Cough  remained  stationary  in  Incidence,  67 
cases  being  notified  compared  with  66  in  1949.  The  district 
rate  of  I.9I  per  1,000  was  less  than  that  for  England  and 
Wales,  the  figure  being  3,60  per  1,000. 

Scarlet  Fever  during  the  year  accounted  for  43  cases 
of  notifiable  diseases  as  compared  with  89  cases  in  1949. 

The  rate  for  the  district  was  1,23  pen  1,000  compared  with 
a rate  of  1,5  0 per  1,000  for  England  and  V/ales. 

No  case  of  Diphtheria  occurred  in  the  district  during 
the  year. 

Your  Health  Department  continued  its  active  interest 
in  Housing,  and  I must  record  that  your  Sanitary  Inspectors 
have  continued  their  good  work  of  inex^ections  of  the 
environmental  conditions  of  applicants  for  Council  Houses. 

In  addition  I must  oxx)rcss  my  satisfaction  with  the 
sympathetic  consideration  of  any  special  case,  which  I have 
felt  should  bo  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Housing  Committee. 

To  conclude,  G-entlemen,  I thank  the  Chairman  and  members 
of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  sux^pprt  and  help  during  the 
year.  Your  Clerk,  Mr,  L.G-.V/atson,  has  always  been  ready  with 
help  and  advice,  your  Surveyor,  Mr.G-iI.Reidford  has  co-operated 
in  every  way,  and  your  Sanitary  Inspectors,  Mr.  Thomas  and 
Mr. Williams  nave  continued,  their  loyal  sux^x^ort  and  x wish 
to  thank  them  and  all  your  officials  for  their  continued 
assistance  during  the  y-ear.  ‘ , : ‘

Comments* 

Of  the  12  babies  who  died  under  the  age  of  1 month, 

11  were  boys  and  1 was  a girl.  All  except  one  boy  were 
under  medical  care.  The  one  that  did  not  receive  skilled 
attention  at  birth  was  an  illegitimate  boy  who  died  of 
inattention  at  birth,  - the  cause  of  death  being  subject 
to  an  inquest.  Three  of  the  babies  including  the  fore*- 
going  died  at  home  and  eight  died  either  in  a Hospital 
or  a Maternity  Home, 


The  chief  cause  of  death  was, prematurity  which  to- 
gether with  congenital  malformation  or  atelectasis 
accounted  for  7 of  the  12  deaths.  Atelectasis  and 
anencephaly  for  2 deaths.  One  died  of  inattention  at 
birth,  and  the  remaining  two,  both  boys,  of  birtii  injury- 
cerebral  haemorrhage  due  to  difficult  birth.  It  can  be 
assumed  that  out  of  the  12  deaths,  1 only  can  be  said  to 
be  due  to  a cause  that  could  be  avoided  - namely  lack  of 
attention  at  birth.  It  may  be  further  noted  that  all 
the  premature  infants  died  in  Hospital  or  Maternity  Home.- 
and  that  two  of  these  deaths  are  accounted  for  by  the  death 
of  twin  boys,  the  period  of  gestation  being  but  3I  weeks, 

Cf  the  babies  over  the  age  of  1 month  and  under  the 
age  of  12  months  there  were  4 boys  and  4 girls  - a total 
of  8,  Broncho-ieneumonia  was  the  cause  of  death  in  6 of 
these  infants  - whooping  cough  being  the  primary  cause  in 
one  of  these  and  the  other  two  died  of  enteritis,  one  of 
which  was  associated  with  Pink  Disease,  Pour  of  these 
infants  died  in  Hospital  and  four  at  home. 

Infants  deaths  were  20  compared  with. 18  in  I949,  the 
increase  being  in  the  main  due  to  an  increase  in  infants 
dying  of  Broncho-pneumonia  and  Enteritis,  It  should  be 
noted  that  the  baby  who  died  of  Broncho-pneumonia  and  Whooping 
Cough  Was  1 month  old  so  that  any  preventative  inoculation 
could  not  have  saved  this  child,  i]Xso  the  child  which  died  of 
Enteritis  was  but  one  month  old  - whilst  in  the  case  of  the 
child  which  died  of  Enteritis  and  Pink  Disease  the  Enteritis 
may  said  to  be  a contributory  factor  only,

Regarding  deaths  in  Hospital,  this  table  shows 
that  in  the  younger  age  grouses  a high  percentage 
of  deaths  occur  in  hospital,  whereas  in  the  older 
age  groups  a high  leercentage  die  at  home  in  this 
district.  No  generalisation  can  be  made  from 
these  sparse  details  of  hospital  requirements 
for  the  people  of  the  <li  strict,  though  it  will 
be  seen  that  the  demand  for  beds  in  old  people 
(over  the  ago  of  70)  must  of  necessity  be  very 
great,  and  I am  sure  that  this  is  a problem  that 
must  face  Hospital  Boards  with  a pressing  problem.

No  vaccinations  wore  carried  out  by  thb  Medical  Officer 
of  Health.  During  the  year  several  visits  wore  paid  to 
smallpox  contacts  who  had  come  into  the  area  from  infooted 
ships  and  aircraft. 

Oloansing  and  Disinfection* 

No  facilities  are  available  for  the  cleansing  of  and 
disinfestation  of  verminous  persons. 

In  all  oases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria  and  death 
resulting  from  Tuberculosis  and  in  all  cases  whore  it  is 
considered  advisable,  the  houses  of  the  patients  are  thoroughly 
disinfected  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors.

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AOU TE  ANTERIOR  POLIOKTELITIS  (iHFANTILE  PARALYSIS)  . 


During  the  year  1930?  five  cases  of  Acute  Poliomyelitis 
were  confirmed  in  the  District#  All  cases  which  v/ero 
associated  with  paralysis  were  admitted  to  hospital# 

fwp'  other  cases  of  suspected  poliomyelitis  u’ere  also 
notified  and  investigated#  After  observations  and  treatment 
in  hospital  these  were  found  to  be  (i)  acute  pyelitis  (hidney 
tract  Infection)  in  a girl  of  l8  and  (ii)  acute  septicaemia 
(blood  poisoning)  in  a boy  of  8# 

An  investigation  was  carried  out  in  each  notified  case 
and  immediate  measures  for  disinfection  of  premises  were 
instituted  after  removal  of  the  patient  to  hospital#  'Where 
necessary,  contacts  were  eEcluded  from  school  for  21  days# 

One  case  occurred  in  a sub-standard  home,  where  the 
saninary  environment  was  poor  and  hygiene  was  indifferent. 

All  the  other  cases  occurred  in  very  good  homes  where  the 
standard  of  housing,  sanitation  and  cleanliness  wore  very  good# 
Again  it  was  noted  that  there  were  no  ©igns  of  fly  infestation# 
Milk  supplies  were  from  different  sources# 

In  no  case  was  the  source  of  infection  traced;  and  there 
v/as  no  connection  between  the  cases  which  occurred  in  widely 
separated  localities  in  the  district# 

There  were  no  deaths  in  the  cases  investigated# 

Of  the  three  females  involved,  the  ages  were  5?  7 an<^  ^5 
years,  and  of  these  tW?  made  a good  recovery  and  one,  a girl  of 
15#  has  a slight  residual  paralysis# 

Ojao  of  tho  two  males  whose  ages  wore  2^  and  31  yenrs 
respectively,  tho  younger  made  complete  recovery,  but  tho  man 
of  31  has  an  extensive  residual  paralysis  of  both  legs  and  one 
arm*  This  man  is  still  under  treatment  and  is  improving# 

The  monthly  incidence  was 

July  1#  September  4* 

In  no  case  could  over  exertion  or  rdcent  operation  or 
inoculation  be  said  to  be  contributory  to  the  onset  or  severity 
of  the  disease# 

Detailed  reports  on  all  cases  have  been  for^rarded  to 
tho  Welsh  Board  of  Health# 

The  one  death  duo  to  Poliomyelitis  occurred  in  a youth 
in  tho  Forces,  who  contracted  the  disease  outside  the 
district*
